ENGLAND'S 


STANDARD. 


(By Sir Henri Deterding.) 


We have reached a situation that 
is nothing less ‘than grotesque, by 
reason both of the muddle-headed- 
ness from which it has arisen, and 
of the apparent impotence of the 


the not too distant future, the 
keenest buyers on the silver market 
will be found among «just those 
countries which hitherto have made 
every effort to rid themselves of 


responsible men in dealing with it. ; their silver stocks, for in the mean- 


Thére -is under-consumption, or 
almost none, of most of the commo- 
ditics that are indispensable for the 
ma{ntenance. of human life; there is 
only one commodity which the whole 
world appears to be chasing, and 
that commodity is gold. : 

If the reverse were the case, that 
is to say, if the prices of the most 
important raw materials and food- 

atuffs stood at a favourable level and 
gold were os good as worthless, the 
position would be far more logical. 


In May last—long befoie Britain and other countries 


time they will have been driven to 
the ‘realisation that they are court- 
ing ruin by their present methods, 

The people must learn to under- 
stand that: low commodity prices 
lead, not to prosperity, but to a 
steadily diminishing demand, and 
to the ultimate drying up of pur- 
chasing power. 

Factors in Wealth. 

The. origin of real power, of 
tangible wealth, ig determined’ by 
three factors. World prosperity has|° 


went off the Gold Standard-~Sir Henri Deterding wrote ° 
a striking article in The Daily Telegraph: on the “World 


Obsession for Gold.” 


In this article below this leading Agure in the oil 
industry carries forward his argiment. 


But the presertt state of affairs is 
{the inevitable consequence of estab- 
Hashing as our standard of value a 
substance of which adequate quan- 
tities are not available, and of which 
the bulk of the present stock has 
been concentrated in two countries, 
This fact is quite natural, but it 
would pass all logical understand- 
ing if the other countries fail- 
ed to take measures to shake off the 
dictatorship of gold. 

World’s Gold Shortage. 

If the whole of the world’s com- 
merce were based on payment in 
gold (“gold values”), instead of on 
partial ‘credit, then we should re- 
quire exactly ten times as much gold 
as.there is in the whole world. 

Before the war there ‘was a gold 
cover of only about 10 per cent. for 
all the various credit obligations, 
including all the bank advances to 
industry. Recognition of that fact 
jled to measures which have more or 
Iles graduglly produced the present 
situation. 

If this system were to continue, 
then raw material prices would have 
to sink ever lower and lower, afd 
consumers to become ever poorer 
and poorer, and all that would 
ultimately be left’ would he gold, 
dead and invisible in the vaults.

Motor Buses. 

Our Motor-Buses on this side of 
the Harbour did better than last 
year—in fact the receipts per bus- 
mile increased by as much as 6.83 
cents. This, however, was largely 
‘due to considerable pruning of the 
milenge which was less by 106,822 
than in 1930. After. providing for 
depreciation the net loss on this 
,unit works out at $16,435. 

I now come to the affairs of our 
subsidiary, the Kai Tack Motor 
Bus Co, (1926) Ltd. and regret to 
report an adverse balance on work- 
ing, excluding depreciation, of 
‘$48,791.85. * 

In spite of operating 92,000 less 
miles’ than in 1980 the increased 
costs of operation including main- 
‘tenance ahd repairs of bodies and 
chasals amounted to $63,350. It 
‘was found necessary ‘to completely 
rebuild the bodiea of one third of 
our fleet. Petrol, however, ‘ was 


‘creased ‘expense ‘ and during _ the 
month of December we were paying 
(ineluding tax) 150 per cent,’ more, 
per’ gallon, than we paid during ‘the 
first six mdnths of 1930,° The 
Ipetrol bill for 1981 was $60,832 
more than for 1980’ and works out 
‘at an increased cost per bus-mile 
over the whole year of 114 per cent.

A concert entirely devoted to 
works by John Ireland was given 
recently in London under the aus- 
pices of the Faculty of Arts at 
their concert hall in Princes Ar- 
cade, Picadilly. The progrimme 
was a representative one, consist- 
ing of the Piano Trio No. 2 in one 
movement; ‘the Sonata for ‘cello 
and piano; two groups of songs, 
and a group of piano solos, writes 
C. G. in the Daily Telegraph, 


The artists were Thelma Reiss- 
Smith (‘cello), Andre Mangeot 
(violin), George Parker (vocalist), 
Helen Pekin (piano), with the com- 
poser himself accompanying the 
songs and participating in the Trio. 

Without being in any way an ad- 


composition, no living composer is 
more profoundly ond intensely na- 
tional in feeling than Mr, Ireland, 
and this characteristic trait is the 
source both of the strength and 
the weakness of his work-—~sincer- 
ity and directness on the one hand, 
and a certain sameness and limita- 
tion of mental horizon on the other. 
An exception to the latter condi- 
tion, however, is afforded by the 
comparatively recent Sonatina 
which, In its wirlneas of form and 
spareness of texture, reveals an as- 
pect of the composer’s mentality 
which is different from ‘that to 
which he has accustomed ua, and 
One which one would be glad to see 
him cultivate -more frequently. 

Highly typical of the, composer, 
on the other hand, and markedly, 
auccess{ful, “are the settings of 
poems by A. E, Housman, to whose 
melancholy and somewhat morbid- 
ly introspective muse that of the 
composer has a deep affinity.

Consternation is being caused in 
the cinema, business all over Bri- 
‘tain by the growing tendency to 
ban children from filma given an 
adult Hcence, even when they are 
accompanied by parents. 

The latest’ shock has come in 
Sheffield. Exhibitors. there have 
been dealt what Is described as “a 
ataggering blow” by restrictions 
that.came into force without notice 
on New Year's Day. 

As a large proportion of the flm-\ ‘ 
goers in the city are of the labour- 
ing class, who cannot afford to have 
their children taken care of by 
others in their absence, there -has 
been a considerable falling-off in 
attendances and in box-office re- 
venue. . 

One proprietor claims that the 
new restrictions cost him £15 in a 
single day. He and many other ex- 
hibitors have booked “A” class 
films for montha ahead, and they | 
are now faced with a serious loss 
at a time when many houses are 
‘finding it difficult to keep going.
